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The PIRATE OP is built like an aiaph hors very 
high, with elegant apartments. On the N. ſide is St. 
George's, or the chapel of the Garter, one of the moſt 
elegant Gothic ſtructures in the univerſe. In the choir:

KENELWOR THz in the centre of this fines: famous 
for its noble caſtle, once a priſon for K. Edward II. 
afterwards a palace to the Earl of Leiceſter, who laid 
out 60,000. in rebuilding and adorning it, and to have 
entertained Queen Elizabeth and her whole court here 
17 days, in a moſt gay and ſplendid manner, with the 
greateſt variety and magnificence of feaſts and ſhews, 
there being drank no leſs than 320 hogſheads of com- 
mon beer, which is mentioned only to ſhew the large- 
neſs of the: royal retinue; but the caſtle, in the vi 
wars of 1049, was demoliſhed by thoſe who purchaſed it 
of the parliament in order to make money of the 
materials. Before the Conqueſt, Kenelworth was a 
member of Stoneley, being an ancient demeſne of the 
crown, and had a caſtle on the bank of the Avon, in
